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"I  fear  some  dreamy  pseudo-intellectual  has  sold  you  a  bill  of  goods  and  given  you 
a  false  idea  of  what  intelligent  listeners  want".  So  wrote  a  subscriber  recently  in  criticising 
KPFA's  policy  of  not  adhering  to  stop-watch  program  timing.  Our  critic  writes,  "One 
of  the  great  services  radio  has  given  the  American  people  is  that  of  forcing  terminal 
facilities  on  orators". 

It's  true  that  you  can't  set  your  watch  by  KPFA  program  timing.  Indeed,  if  you 
could,  much  of  the  life  would  have  gone  out  of  the  programs.  If  you  want  a  program 
to  come  out  on  the  second,  it's  necessary  to  script  and  "can"  it  beforehand,  and  it  is  this 
practice  which  makes  most  radio  discussions  the  rigged  absurdity  that  they  are.  The 
alternate  practice  is  to  fade  out  the  program  on  the  dot  with  a  complete  disregard  for 
what  is  being  said. 

In  the  radio  industry,  split-second  timing  developed  not  from  an  interest  in  pro- 
graming, but  out  of  a  desire  to  extract  the  maximum  return  from  a  saleable  commodity. 
In  programing,  this  principle  works  in  two  directions:  on  the  one  hand,  the  program 
must  fill  all  the  intervals  between  the  commercials;  and  on  the  other,  the  program  must 
never  run  overtime  —  regardless  of  whether  this  means  chopping  off  a  symphony  in  the 
middle  of  a  movement  or  fading  out  at  the  critical  point  in  a  discussion.  The  inevitable 
result  is  that  the  sweep  second  hand  determines  not  only  program  length  but  content. 

The  cushion  or  "miscellany"  periods  listed  in  the  Folio  are  designed  to  take  up  the 
slack  between  the  end  of  one  program  and  the  beginning  of  the  next.  In  certain  pro- 
grams, such  as  the  recent  live  broadcast  of  the  St.  Matthew  Passion,  it  is  impossible  to 
tell  beforehand  the  exact  length  of  performance.  The  same  holds  true  for  certain  dis- 
cussion programs  and  plays.  In  such  instances,  rather  than  chop  off  the  program  at  an 
arbitrary  point,  we  consider  it  better  programing  to  let  the  play  or  discussion  continue 
to  its  normal  conclusion.  Such  a  principle,  of  course,  can  be  abused.  It  can  be  a  great 
annoyance  to  tune  in  for  a  program  at  its  scheduled  time  and  find  the  preceding  program 
running  overtime.  We  agree  with  our  critic  that  this  should  be  avoided,  but  not  at  the 
expense  of  program  content. 

The  program  times  given  in  the  Folio  are  approximate  and  not  to  the  second.  The 
one  certain  element  is  that  no  program  during  the  regular  broadcast  period  will  begin 
before  the  listed  time.  We  try  to  keep  each  test  of  patience  to  a  minimum.
